Change of Name Means You 
Need New S.S. For Records 


New brides, along with 
anyone else who has had a 
recent name change, should 
visit the Monrovia social se¬ 
curity office to arrange to 
have their name changed on 
social security records and to 
apply for a new social se¬ 
curity card showing their 
new name, Joann Hughes, 
social security manager, said 
recently. 

Unless the bride plans to 
use her maiden name after 
marriage, the record should 
be changed so that earnings 
are correctly reported to the 
correct record. 

To apply for a new social 
security card, which will 
show the person’s new name, 
but old social security num¬ 
ber, he or she should come 
to the social security office 
because a personal interview' 
is necessary. 

In addition, two items of 
evidence showing the per¬ 
son’s identity under both the 
new and old names must be 
submitted, Mi’s. Hughes 
said. Possible evidence in¬ 
cludes: 


Drivers license, State iden¬ 
tity card, voter’s registration, 
marriage record, divorce de¬ 
cree, work badge or huilding 
pass, passport, court order 
for name change, welfare 
case record, insurance policy, 
or any other document show¬ 
ing identifitaion data s,uth 
as a physical description, 
photograph, or signature-. 

Only original documents or 
copies certified by the issu¬ 
ing agency are acceptable, 
Mrs. Hughes said. Uncerti¬ 
fied photocopies are not ac¬ 
ceptable. 

Mrs. Hughes also said that 
it takes about six weeks to 
get the new- card after ac¬ 
ceptable evidence has been 
submitted.

Assemblyman Don Rogers (R Bakersfield) recently took 
the first step towards qualifying an initiative on the ballot 
to abolish the State Inheritance Tax, by submitting to 
the State Attorney General’s office a copy of the initiative. 

Assemblyman Rogers expects to start collecting signa¬ 
tures for this initiative on Jiuly 21, when the Attorney 
General’s offioe will return the initiative with an official 
Tttle and Summary and to turn in over 600,000 signatures 
sometime in early December. The initiative will be on 
the ballot for the next statewide election after November 
of this year. 

Since his election in November, 1978. Assemblyman 
Rogers has been advocating a bill to Abolish the Inheri¬ 
tance Tax, which the Assembly Revenue and. Taxation 
Committee has continuously defeated. In November, 1979 
.Rogers began forming a committee in preparation to qualify 
an initiative for the ballot.

Park Bonds For Ballot 

A substantially rewritten parklands bond measure was 
.approved on June 23 by a 56-16 vote in the Assembly and 
received Cenate concurrence June 25. (Nejedly) proposes 
a $285 million November 1980 ballot measure with empha¬ 
sis on development of existing state and local park prop¬ 
erties. Measure contains none of the controversil non-park 
programs in Proposition 1, rejected in June election. 

Income Tax Conformity 

A bill to conform state personal income tax laws with 
the federal definition of taxable income is on the Senate 
floor. SB 131 (M. Garcia) would reduce taxes about $310 
million in 1981-82. 

Much of the tax savings is due to a preferable federal 
treatment of capital gains, net operating losses, and in¬ 
terest and dividends income. The only significant tax in¬ 
crease is the elimination of the deductibility of state gas 
taxes. 

Identical AB 3209 (Naylor) was sent to "serious in¬ 
terim study” by Assembly Revenue and Taxation. Both 
measures were introduced at the request of the California 
Society of CPAs who find separate state returns an in¬ 
credible waste of public and taxpayer resources. 

Support For Indexing 

The full Senate is considering a bill to permanently 
and fully index personal income tax brackets for infla¬ 
tion. AB 2001 (Bergeson) would remove the "sunset" pro¬ 
vision in the current income tax indexing law. That is a 
provision forced upon the Senate last year by Governor 
Brown which will automatically repeal the requirement to 
adjust personal income tax brackets for the first three per¬ 
centage point changes in the consumer price index. 

AB 2001 is strongly supported in the legislature and 
will be fought again by Governor Brown on the basis 
that the consumer price index is unrealistically high because 
of the housing component of the index, and because of 
revenue estimates predicting a $1 billion to $2 billion de 
ficit in 1981-82.

Dear Editor: 

In an address by President 
Cat ter before the American 
Society of Newspaper Edi- 
tos in Washington, D.C., on 
April 10, 1980, he said: 

“There can be no doubt that 
the Soviet invasion (of Af¬ 
ghanistan) poses an i n - 
creased threat to the inde* 
pendence of nations in the 
region and to the world’s 
access to vital resources and 
to vital sea lanes. For Amer¬ 
ica simply to accept Soviet 
occupation and domination 
of Afghanistan as an accom¬ 
plished fact will be a syni- 
cal signal to the world that 
could only encourage further 
aggression, further tension 
and further danger to world 
peace. _ 

Sierra Madreans 
Win Scholarships 

Forty five students from 
Pasadena City College have 
won Cal Grants from the 
California Student Aid Com¬ 
mission. The students, in¬ 
cluding four from this com¬ 
munity, were among 14,000 
winners statewide who were 
selected from more than 50,- 
OOO applicants. 

Grants are awarded to 
students who have demon¬ 
strated academic ability and 
who need financial a s - 
sistance to attend the Cali¬ 
fornia college of their choice 
The amount of individual 
grants varies according to 
the student’s financial need 
ar.d the charges of a particu¬ 
lar college or university. 

The grants will be used 
as tuition scholarships in the 
fall when the students trans¬ 
fer to a four-year educa¬ 
tional institution to com¬ 
plete the last two years of 
college work. 

Sierra Madre winners are 
Svzan Aiken, Bonnie Brown¬ 
lee, Mary Caruso and Pam¬ 
ela Parham. 


“It’s America's responsi¬ 
bility to register and register 
in concrete terms our con¬ 
demnation of the Soviet in¬ 
vasion for as long as that 
invasion continues. The mea¬ 
sures wa’ve| taken against 
the Soviet Union since the 
invasion will remain in ef¬ 
fect until there is a total 
withdrawal of Soviet troops 
from Afghanistan. Although 
the Soviets have talked about 
the withdrawal of their 
troops, they have actually 
shown no interest in such 
proposals. 

“We have proof that tht 
Soviets are moving addi¬ 
tional Troops .units across the 
border into Afghanist a n. 
SALT is an integral part of 
our national security policy. 

I remain committed to the 
ratification of this treaty, 
and the United States in 
tends to abide by its obliga¬ 
tions under internatio n a 1 
law and to take no action 
inconsistent with its intent 
or purpose, so long as the 
Soviets act with similar re¬ 
straint.” 

- On May 5, 19S0, President 
Carter addressed the League 
of Women Voters, during 
which speech, he reitterated 
his obvious and intentional 
unilateral disarmament pro¬ 
gram. He said: “I have 
made it plain to the Soviet 
Union leaders that until this 
treaty is ratified, we will 
also honor the provision of 
SALT II even before it ir 
ratified. We are now pre¬ 
pared to move forward on 
Die theater nuclear force 
discussion, and also to com¬ 
mence work on SALT III. 
I'm determined that before 
I go out of office that we 
will have successfully con¬ 
cluded the negotiations with 
' the Soviet Union to dras¬ 
tically reduce nuclear wea- 
1 pons.” 

By the “measures we’ve 
taken,” he is referring to his 
earlier embargo of grain 


sales, high technology trade, 
and limitations of fishing in 
U.S. waters. Unha p p i 1 y 
enough, these embargoes are 
no longer being imposed, and 
as our Congress knows full 
well it is "Business as Us¬ 
ual” with the Soviets. 

Countless authorities and 
military people have come 
forward to tell us that the 
SALT “agreements” are tan¬ 
tamount to our own total 
disarmament while Russia 
proceeds at full throttle with 
her arms production and 
world domination plan that 
they have never ceased to 
elucidate and to carry out. 

My question is: Why this 
endless prattling about Bene¬ 
dict Arnold? The poor man 
only attempted to give away 
West Point. Jimmy Carter 
deserves some credit in the 
ignominious traitor category. 
He is selling out the entire 
county while campaigning 
for a return engagement 
with the apparent purpose of 
finishing us off. Considering 
Carter for President would 
be like asking Rosemary if 
she wants another baby.
